Nothing so cruelly reveals the

It was 
that which in the thirties assured 
those who looked to it for guid- 
ance that the white primary would 
be perfectly legal if all statutes 
mentioning it were repealed. This 
was wrong. This same mentality 
more recently grew lyrical over 
the theory of interposition of a 
state’s sovereignty as greater than 
that of the federal government, 


For almost a year interposition 
was a smash hit. Then it col- 
lapsed as everyone who recog- 
nized that there is, after all, a 
United States knew it would. 


After interposition came loud 
assurances that the problem of 
schools was nothing. The states 
would simply transfer from public 
to private and go merrily along. 
This, too, was wrong. It now is 
pretty well understood that mas- 
sive resistance means the chil- 
dren of the upper income bracket 
will be educated. Those of par- 
ents who must depend on about 
$240 per year from the state will 
suffer grievous educational dis- 
crimination. It also is becoming 
increasingly evident that in the 
long run no state will do without 
a public school system for any 
length of time. 


Third Party 


In 1948 the Dixiecrat mentality 
conceived a third party. It was 
founded on reaction and racial 
hatred. It was topped with the 
meringue of super states rights. 
The idea was that by withdrawing 
electoral votes the presidential 
election would be thrown into the 
House where each state would 
have one voft. This failed mis- 
erably. Harry Truman, the chief 
target, won, even though he lost 
the supposedly key states of New 
York, Pennsylvania, Michigan and 
New Jersey. 


In 1952 Gov. James Byrnes, of 
South Carolina, quietly let it be 
known that Candidate Eisenhower 
was at heart a states rights man. 
There was a great surge of GOP 
strength, even in the Deep South. 
In 1956 the Democrats were again 
ravaged at their convention by the 
old, old division of civil rights. 


This is 1959—not 1861. There is 
a United States. Our first loyalty 
must certainly be to our country. 
And whether some people agree 
or not, the rights of citizens may 
not be abridged out of prejudice 
or tradition. 


Civil Rights 

Yet Alabama, and now Ar- 
kansas, which seemingly is un- 
willing even to have the simple 
civil rights of the ballot for all 
qualified citizens, have joined oth- 
er states and raised the banner of 
the electoral college eunuchs. 
Such a system will not permit the 
people to vote for the candidates 
nominated by either the Republi- 
can or Democratic convention. 
The electors would be “un- 
pledged,” no matter what the 
votes said. That this is high-hand- 
ed political immorality is obvious. 


The plan avoids a third party. 
But the effect would be the same. 
The Dixiecrat leaders would hope 
for a close election in which their 
captive electors would be able to 
provide'a balance of power.

Rome Okays Pact 
Missile Strategy 


By JOHN SCALI 
WASHINGTON (AP)—Italy has 
agreed to allow intermediate 
range missile bases on its terri- 
tory as part of the. Atlantic Pact 
defense strategy. 


Diplomatic officials who report- 
ed this Sunday night said Ameri- 
can Jupiter missiles would be sta- 
tioned at sites in northern Italy. 


The missiles would be manned 
by Italian technicians. Nuclear 
warheads would be kept nearby in 
American custody. Any decision 
to use the missiles and warheads 
would require joint approval by 
the Italian government and the 
Atlantic Pact supreme headquar- 
ters. 


FIRST IN EUROPE 


An agreement setting forth con- 
ditions for use of the bases and 
missiles is understood to have 
been agreed upon in Rome after 
nearly a year of negotiation. A 
formal announcement is expected 
in a few days. 


When it is signed, Italy will be- 
come the first nation on the Euro- 
pean continent to conclude such 
an agreement. Britain is the only 
other European nation thus far 
which has completed similar 
arrangements. Turkey has an- 
nounced its willingness to have 
American intermediate range bal- 
listic missiles but has not com- 
pleted its arrangements.

TROOPS NEAR VENICE 


At present a special battalion 
of U.S. troops is stationed at Vi- 
cenza, near Venice. These troops 
are equipped with Honest John 
and other short-range missiles and 
are integrated into the Italian 
army detachments assigned to the 
North Atlantic Treaty forces. 


Exact sites of the bases have not 


been disclosed. But informed au- | 


thorities anticipate they may be 
in the Venice area, with perhaps 
another on the island of Sardinia. 


Italy's agreement is expected to 
give added emphasis to the Atlan- 
tic Pact Council meeting which 
opens here Thursday to review 
strategy for defending the 14 
member countries against possible 
surprise Soviet attack.

They have been able to under- 
take these human fly maneuvers 
after an airplane pulls out of a 
dive and screams into a steep 
climb, during the 12 or 15 seconds 
it is in the upper part of its arc. 


The Air Force Research and 
Development Command, an-

STUDIES BRING HOPE

ment Center at Dayton, Ohio, has 
been directing weightlessnéss re- 
search, using a twin-engine pro- 
peller-driven Convair C131B. The 
plane dives from 12,000 feet at a 
10-degree angle until it reaches a 
speed of 250 miles an hour. After 
a pullout of 2 times the force of 
gravity—meaning that a 200-pound 
man in the cabin will weigh 400 
pounds at the extreme point of 
the pullout—the plane coasts in an 
arc during which it and every- 
thing in it becomes weightless for 
a few seconds. 


AIR PUSHES 


During the earlier flights cam- 
eras recorded the tumbling and 
floating motions of loose objects 
and of persons who were not fas- 
tened to their seats. 


The weightless voyagers found 
it difficult to control their move- 
ments. The slightest effort or mo- 
tion by a weightless person would 
tend to propel him in the direc- 
tion opposite to the motion, they 
discovered. 


Jack R. Morga of the aero-medi- 
cal laboratory at Dayton theor- 
ized that a reactor gun would en- 
able a weightless person to con- 
trol his movements completely.

—The NATO powers were urged 
to reach agreement on the Polish 
‘Rapacki Plan” to establish a de- 
nuclearized and rocket-free zone 
in Central Europe.

WASHINGTON — A high;prior- 
ity Navy plan to speed production 
of nuclear-powered Polaris mis- 
sile submarines is before Secre- 
tary of Defense McElroy for de- 
cision. 

The plan would provide for at 
least 24 atomic submarines by 
1964 or earlier that can fire 1,500- 
mile intermediate range ballistic 
missiles capable of carrying nu- 
clear warheads. Each submarine 


will be armed with the missiles.| , 
The decision on the Navy plan) 


was considered so important that 
Secretary McElroy carried out a 
scheduled tour of Polaris subma- 
rine construction bases on the 
West coast, rather than put it off 
to remain in Washington for Pres-

ASKS $300 MILLION 


According to the Navy plan, the 
administration would immediate- 
ly release existing funds, about 
$300,000,000, appropriated by Con- 
gress for Polaris submarines but 
not yet authorized for contract- 
ing obligations. 


The plan also calls for installa- 
tion of Polaris missiles on sur- 
face ships. 


Congress has appropriated 
money for construction starts on 
nine Polaris submarines. Con- 
struction has been authorized for 
Contracts for the re- 
maining three are expected to 
be let before June 30. 


FIRST NEARLY READY 


The first Polaris is expected to 
be completed and launched this 
year. It is expected to be de- 
clared “operational” — ready for 
combat—next year. 


It takes about three years 
from the start of a Polaris sub- 
marine to scheduled designation 
as combat-ready, it has been in- 
dicated. The cost is about $100,- 


In the plan which McElroy has 
been called upon to approve, two 
alternative programs for con- 
struction were offered. After 
rushing construction starts on the 
first nine, Adm. Burke pro- 
posed Polaris construction starts 
on at least six new Polaris sub- 
marines in 1960. In an alterna- 
tive program, there would be 
nine starts in 1960. 


PLAN 12 YEARLY 


Thereafter, according to the 
Navy’s plan, the United States 
would build 12 Polaris subma- 
rines each year until estimated 
needs were met. 


While the Navy {is pushing the 
Polaris program, official sources 
emphasized also that it is seeking 
support for strengthening anti- 
submarine warfare weapons sys- 
tems. The Navy has long noted 
that it must improve its anti- 
submarine warfare defenses and 
a recent study in which these de- 
fenses received a low rating is 
believed to reinforce the Navy’s 
arguments. 


The anti-submarine warfare de- 
fenses include a variety of radar 
and sonar devices and special 
ships and aircraft.

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Office of Coroner 
Needs Upgrading 


The office of coroner, in the public 
eye last week when Cobb County chose 
one from among 51 candidates, has been 
the subject of a study by the Atlanta 
Voters Guild. 


The study is of the office in Fulton 
County, but many of the findings apply 
to the state generally. 


The Voters Guild study points out the 
basic functions of a medico-legal investi- 
gative system, which is what the coro- 
ner’s office is supposed to be. Those func- 
tions are: 


(1) To see in cases of deaths from 
other than natural causes that the inno- 
cent are exonerated. 


(2) To recognize murder. 


(3) To provide criminal and court 
proceedings with documented, sound and 
impartial medical evidence. 

(4) To detect and reveal industrial 
hazards and threats to public health. 
(For instance, if death is from smallpox, 
then the investigation should so reveal 
quickly, so an epidemic might be pre- 
vented. ) 

The Fulton County office no doubt 
goes as far, or further, than any other 
in the state toward achieving those ob- 
jectives. 

But even in Fulton there is need for 
more thorough investigation. In 1957 the 
Fulton coroner investigated 1,721 cases 
and ordered autopsy in only 239 or 16.5 
per cent. The per cent in five other cities 
of like population class ranged from 30 
per cent in Dayton to 40 in Kansas City 
and 60 in Houston. 

Clearly in Fulton and to a much 
greater extent in other counties, the of- 
fice of coroner needs upgrading with the 
age. 
The purpose is not to deprive some- 
one of a job. 

The objective is to protect the inno- 
cent, to punish the guilty and to guard 
the public health and human life by in- 
suring quick, thorough and expert exami- 
nation of death under unusual or sus- 
picious circumstances.

‘The rate of increase in the second half of 
the present century will be twice as fast as 
it has been during the first half. By 1975. 
the number of people being added-to the 
human race each year will be 77 million 
and by the year 2,000, 126 million. -

Inflation Can Destroy 


All Economic Gains 


Production in the Ameérican economy 
is expected to hit its highest péak in 
history when the March records are” in 
with the February rate almost having 
equaled the high of 1957. The March 
Federal Reserve Index is expected to be 
13 per cent higher than the same month 
last year. 

Economic seers predict the best year 
in history for the American economy with 
some reservations. For one thing there 
looms the prospect of strikes in some of 
the basic industries. The greatest fear of 
all is that inflation will cut loose again, 
destroying much of the rea] gains which 
are anticipated. 

William McChesney Martin, chairman 
of the board of governors of the Federal 
Reserve System, continues his theme that 
the greatest problem facing the economy 
is Maintaining integrity of the dollar. In 
a speech in Atlanta recently, he repeated 
his plea for a balanced. national budget 
to help check weakening of our basic 
currency. 

The dollar, said Mr. Martin, is not a 
“Democratic dollar” nor a “Republican 
dollar” but an American dollar. But on 
the question of how inflation may be 
checked, the country continues to founder. 

Labor blames industry and demands 

higher wages. Industry blames labor and 
increases prices while cautiously holding 
down inventories and production. Tax- 
payers blame both and are unwilling to 
pay more to balance the budget. Poli- 
ticians agree with all of them and blithely 
go ahead in voting appropriations with- 
out accompanying increases in taxes. 

Meanwhile, everyone has a stake in 
preventing another major inflation 
breakthrough. The latter could very well 
destroy all the remarkable gains by labor, 
industry and other segments of the econ- 

omy of this century.

First—The Straight Ball 


Granted that today it’s rush and speed all around you, there 
is still that old, guiding rule of first things first. 


It’s the rule that Benny Beginner is most likely to forget as he 


watches the stars in leagues, 
tournaments or on video. He 
sees them roll swirling hooks 
that spill the pins for fat totals, 
and he would be less than hu- 
man, and certainly an unusual 
beginner, if he didn’t try to copy 
their style. 

What he forgets is that they 
didn’t start with the hooks they 
have, but that they went through 
the ordeal of patiently pitching 
a perfectly straight ball until 
they mastered footwork, body 
balance, swing and arm reach 
at the finish for control.

Hepatitis Serious, 
Seldom Fatal 


Hepatitis is an inflammation of 
the liver. The cause generally 
is a virus and so we usually call 
this hepatitis a viral hepatitis. 
There are other kinds of hepati- 
tis due to chemical poisons or to 
infections elsewhere in the body. 


The early’ symptoms are often 
like those of any other infectious 
disease, with fever and weakness. 
One symptom, however, is usual- 
ly intense, even in the early 
stage, loss of appetite. Soon a 
very dark-colored urine is no- 


increased amount of bile in it. 
Finally, within a week or per- 
haps two, there is obvious jaun- 
dice in the whites of the eyes and 
in the skin. The doctor can then 
usually feel an enlarged, tender 
liver under the right ribs of the 
patient.

to this virus. Carriers of. this 
infection are often blamed for 
causing epidemics. 


About 15 per cent of those af- 
fected have serious complications 
and those happen because the 
liver has been massively attacked 
by the virus and has difficulty in 
repairing the damage. A very 
few patientsh ‘eshtimated about 
0.3 per cent) die of this disease 
from liver destruction. 


In 85 per cent there is a rela- 
tivély rapid recovery from ail 
the other symptoms except the 
jaundice, which may have be- 
come very deep and which may 
regress very slowly. 


Red rest is important as long 
as symptoms persist. The com- 
plications are thought to be due 
to exhaustion, alcoholism, some 
other infection which occurs dur- 
ing the course of this disease and 
not enough rest and proper nutri- 
tion during the continued evi- 
dence of active disease—in this 
case, the persistent jaundice. 


Even the tiresome evidence of 
jaundice finally disappears, 
sometimes after six weeks, but 
usually in a shorter time. But 
care must be taken to resume 
bed rest if any sign of recurrent 
trouble is seen. The food intake 
is important; the liver must have 
good nutrition to recover its 
health. Adequate protein, the 
usual amounts of fat and car- 
bohydrates should be given sey- 
eral times daily ‘in small feed- 
ings if there has been a loss of 
appetite). And don’t use the fry- 
ing pan! 


Many doctors (including the 
writer) believe in the value of 
supplementary vitamins.  Anti- 
biotics and the ACTH and Cofti- 
sone medicines may have to be 
used for certain complications.

Watching the pretty girls wobble up the street on these spike 
heels aroused my curiosity. How in the world were they able to 
balance on the things? What pressure (per square inch) were 
they putting on whatever walking surface they were crossing?

And Pekingese 


Basil Davenport, the critic, editor and judge of the Book-of-the- 
Month Club; wrote his sister-in-law, Author Gwen Davenport: 

You do have what is sometimes called a ‘thing’ about being 
tall; and the beauty of being a writer is that you can at least use, 
and frequently exorcise your ‘things’ by writing about them. It 
has been said, I forgot by whom, that poetry is a disease of the 
mind, as the pearl is a disease of the oyster; to which I reply 
that in a world where you are sure to get sand in your shell, may 
the gods grant you nacre. And that is true not only of poetry.” 


If Gwen Davenport did have a “thing” about being tall—as 
what tall woman hasn’t?—she has turned it into a perfectly delight- 
ful “pearl” in a book which is due off the press in a week or so— 
**The Tall Girl’s Handbook’ (Doubleday, $3.50). 


All women who have ever towered miserably over friends 
and/or lovers, feeling like a Saint Bernard dog cavorting with a 
Rekingese, will welcome this book for the way it offers balm to 
the ego, laughter and specific, highly practical suggestions. 

Miss Davenport has assembled a lot of heartening information 
for the tall woman, even as to the availability of tall men—a prob- 
lem even the specialty shops admit they’re powerless to conquer. 
She has garnered from anthropologists and statistics-gathering 
agencies the information that there’s been a 35 per cent increase 
in six-footers since World War I and this comforting news that 
there are five men over six-six for every woman that tall. 


Miss Davenport sensibly directs much of her attention to the 
teen-age tall girl because she knows from personal experience 
that’s where taliness, not an unalloyed delight any time, is an 
aching handicap. She begins with your attitude and carries through 
to manners, the dance floor crisis, what to wear and even includes 
a list of places where you'll find it. Her own life obviously hasn’t 
sheltered her from the bore who inquires about “the weather up 
there” or the remark kid who says, “Hew tall are you?” 
or “I wish I had some of your height.” 


Under the chapter, “High Society,”” Miss Davenport has com- 
fort for the self-conscious giantess. She points out that at every 
party a guest is expected to “sing for his supper” after his own 
fashion. 

“Unless you happen to be (a) very beautiful, so that your 
mere presence is an ornament and decoration, (b) very rich, 
so you are probably picking up the check and making the party 
possible, or (c) so famous that your attendance in itself makes the 
gathering a memorable occasion, then you have an absolute obli- 
gation to take part in and contribute to the conversation. . . . You 
are thus under compulsion to take an interest in the life of the 
world around you, to be a vital person. There is nothing so attrac- 
tive as vitality—not the frenetic, meretricious imitation of it, but 
the actual feeling of life, of participation in and enjoyment of it. 
And we can all participate and enjoy, whatever our stature.” 

I think Miss Davenport has written a useful, highly readable 
book. I just wish it had been available the week of the senior dance 
in June, 1932.

“We're going to play a little game . . . ’m not your 
father any more and you're not my son. If you come 
into my house again, you'll be treated like a stranger.

A sailor’s pawn ticket opened 
the door to a musical career 
for Atlanta’s famed banje vir- 
tuoso, Perry Bechtel. 


Perry hails originally from 
Huntingdon, Pa. Shortly before 
he was transferred from the 
Navy in 1921 at Charleston, S.C., 
he was given a pawn pledge by 
a fellow sailor who was being 
shipped overseas. The item in 
hock was a banjo. 


“It was in pretty sad shape,” 
recalls Perry, “but I taught my- 
self te get some music out of 
it.”’ 


Today he estimates that his 
hand-built, full-throated Bacon 
& Day instrument with patented 
mute would cost about $2,000 to 
replace. 

BIG BREAK 

In 1924, Perry, determined to 
pursue a career on the banjo, 
got the break of a lifetime—a 
headliner spot with Phil Spital- 
ny, whose band in those days 
was all-male. At the time. 
Perry couldn’t read a note of 
music. 

“What finally sold Spitalny 
was my rendition of a song ‘he 
had composed earlier,” recalls 
Perry. 

The title of the ditty was “My 
Sweetie and Me,” a number 
which Perry had recorded 
earlier for the now-defunct Gin- 
nette Records in Richmond, 
Ind., backed up by the Virginia 
Entertainers—a_ ively group

sporting eight members and 2 
instruments. 


It was the mad jaz age, 
and the banjo was at the height 
of its popularity as rhythm 
hardware for the one-step which 
prevailed on the dance floor. 
Perry joined the exalted ranks 
of Michael Pingatore, Harry 
Reser and Eddie Peabody. 


SETTLED HERE 


In 1928, Perry departed amic- 
ably from the Spitalny group, 
and shortly after he and wife 
Ina settled in Atlanta. For a 
time, he was director of WSB’s 
staff orchestra, and was a fea- 
tured member of the Bamby 
Bakers, popular local instru- 
mental group. Perry also en 
gaged in some recording ses- 
sions for Columbia and Bruns- 
wick Records. 


“Tt was the Depression, and a 
lot of people were starving, but 
we were doing okay,” smiles 
Perry now, 

He still is, just having re- 
corded a 12-inch LP of banjo 
soles for RCA Victor, recorded

under the supervision of Chet 
Atkins, guitar virtuoso and 
A & R man fer Victor’s folk- 
song division. It is the only 
banjo disc in the Victor stable. 


At 56, Perry devotes most of 
his time to teaching (mostly 
guitar), arranging (‘nearly 
everybody’s written a song or 
got one inside ‘em’’) and com- 


posing. 


The eight-piece Yaarab Tem 
ple Banjo Band, which he di 
rects, is in constant demand. 


Perry has hopes that the banje 
will recapture its past glories, 
but believes the current popu- 
uarity of the guitar will prob- 
ably delay the event. 


He has no desire to resume 
his former traveling life, even 
though his ringing banjo could 
gather crowds almost anyplace.
